Many New and Interesting Ways by Which the Coffers of. the Keen are 
Filled With Goin of the Unwary, 


Fashions change with the times even in swindling, 
according to one of the best known detectives on the 
New York police force. 

‘Take for instance the old gyp game,”’ said he. 
has almost disappeared entirely. It was worked for 
years around the horse marts by fakirs who would sell 
you any old kind of skate if you had money. I have

The fellows who worked that game 
just selected sailors and countrymen for victims, but 
once in a while they succeeded in sticking a saloon- 
keeper on a filled watch by borrowing ten or twenty 
dollars and leaving the brass watch as security. 

“And the old pocketbook-dropping game is still 
worked in New York. Once in a while we run across 
it down around the Bridge entrance or in the City Hall 
Park, where it is worked by a dilapidated-looking 
negro. 

“Some of the men who worked the green goods 
swindle years ago are now engaged in the so-called 
wire tapping game. They all dress well and are seldom 
without plenty of money. Most of their victims are 
out-of-towners stopping for a week or so at one of the 
hotels. 

“The swell bank burglar of to-day is a different sort 
of a chap than the old timer. He is a man who has

He is not the American-born fellow who 
in former years introduced his victim toa room where 
he swindled him in a card game or fake whee! of for- 
tune. But he is a foreigner, usually an Italian, who 
speaks French and English fluently.

But he 
manages to get the immigrant’s money somehow. 

“The old-time shell game. in which the little pea ap- 
pears and disappears under a walnut shell, is worked 
now mostly at club chowders and outings. 

“The old-time footpad was a daring thief, who 


would not hesitate to commit murder while at his game. | 


But the footpad of to-day 1s a low-down beggar who 


solicits alms from a woman and grabs her purse while | 


she is preparing to give a few cents to him. 

“There is one of these footpads who is frequently 
heard from, sometimes in Park row. This fellgw ap- 
proaches timid looking men and women. He always 
carries an open razorin his hand. Waving the razor 
in a way that would make a man nervous he says he is 
starving and must sell the razor for a quarter.

‘The majority of these swindling concerns hire a 
lawyer to draw up their contracts, and the lawyer pre- 
pares the printed matter in a manner that keeps the 
‘company’ out of trouble. The printed matter is so 
cirefully prepared that when an arrest is made there 
it always a loophole through which the swindlers are 
uble to escape criminal prosecution.

AFTERMATH OF THE GREAT FEATHERWEIGHT BATTLE

Between Jeffries and Corbett---Jack 
§ Gloves Loaded ?---Small Talk.

When Young Corbett’s right fist connected 
with the point of Terry MeGovern’'s Jaw two years ago, 
at Hartford, Conn., the impact knocked the Brooklyn 
terror into drenmiand and everybody said it was a 
fluke. The same thing happened one night recently 
in Frisco, and the result was the same, but Corbett 
achieved the victory in such a thorough work manlike 
manner, and with such decisive results, that nobody 
has the slightest grounds upon which to base an as 
sumption that he im not Terry’s superior and can beut 
him at any time under falr and equal conditions, I 
was loath to believe this myself, and before the buttle 
freely expressed the opinion that Terry would win, I 
reasoned that he was in better condition than he was in 
when he and Corbett previously met. I knew to what 
extremes he had gone to prepare for the battle; how 
conscientiously he had trained; his great ambition to 
retrieve his laurels and win back the fame he had lost; 
realizing how considerable was the value to him—the 
prestige of being champion. Prejudice, inspired by a 
fondness for «a lad who practically tegan his public 
career in the Ponce GazeTTe office, and in whose 
eurly buttles { was more or less a factor, perhaps in- 
aspired a pardonable desire to see him win, but apart 
from this I know considerable about Young Corbett's 
doings since that Hartford episode, and in view of 
many previous examples which had come under my 
cbhservation it was difficult to reconcile them with the 
behef that he could win, His two recent fights, one 
with Billy Maynard and one with Eddie Hanlon, were 
hardly of a character to inspire confidence in his 
ability, while, on the other hand, McGovern’s pre- 
liminary gallops with Maynard and Joe Bernstein 
showed him to be possessed of the same dash and vigor 
that characterized his fighting In the halcyon days of 
bow. rrr, 

It is very plain to us now that Young Corbett was not 
in shape on either of the two occasions referred to, and 
the betting odds reflected the impression that the pub- 
lic Letieved he was not the fighter he was when he 
previously fought Terry. Considering the perfectly 
trained condition he was in the other night urges the 
behef that bis fights with Maynard and Hanlon were 
purposely bad to influence the betting, and the fact that 
n wise coterie of betting people, who were very close to 
Corbett, were many thousands winner over the result, 
seems to emphasize that belief 

At any rate, Corbett won and demonstrated his pugi- 
listic superiority in the most emphatic manner, He 
fought a carefully planned battle; cool, observing and 
tactful, and had the honors well in hand from the out- 
Set. 

Even at the end of the fight and seeing the victory 
well within his grasp, he never for an instant lost bis 
self-possession, It was no fluke punch that dropped 
McGovern flat on his back in the eleventh round, It 
was a nicely timed right, delivered after Corbett had 
brushed McGovern’'s jaw with his left. The champion 
set himself to deliver the knockout, and behind the 
swing went the entire force of his body. 

When McGovern’s head struck the mat, it fairly 
shook the platform. Corbett stood over his beaten op- 
ponent, thinking he might possibly regain his feet in 
time to continue the battle. McGovern rolled over on 
his side, and heard the timekeeper calling out the 
count and he made an effort to raise himself, but fell 
back. 

The excitement was intense, When Terry went 
down the great multitude scrambled to its feet, and 
every eye was focused on the disabled pugilist, who 
soon began his second attempt to toe the scratch, 
Slowly he raised his body up, but before his Knees were 
off the tloor the club’s timekeeper had finished the 
count of ten, and MeGovern was declared out, 

here was a wrangle, of course, over the duration of 
the count, and while it was in progress Corbett: went 
over to Meiovern’'s corner and said: * Better luck next 
time, old man,’ but the littl Brooklynite was too 


dazed to respond, and Corbett, turning to Sam iHurris, 
said: “See; he is out yet.’ 

Harris pulled Terry out of bis corner where he had 
staggered, and told him to say something about the 
count. Terry’s brain was too foggy to make an elo- 
quent plea, but in a few minutes he recovered suffi- 
ciently to say that he heard Harting, the club’s timer, 
call “eight, nine, you are out.’’ THe contended that the 
timekeeper should have counted “eight, nine, ten, you 
are out,” which would have been eleven seconds, in- 
stead of ten. 

It is possible that Harting counted faster than his 
watch ticked seconds, and in another second Terry 
might have been on his feet, but the result would have 
McGovern was whipped. If he had 





heen the same, 
taken another punch in hisdazed condition, there is no 
knowing what might have happened to him, 

An analysis of the fight proves that Corbett is the 
greatest fighter of his weight and inches in the world. 
He practically won his battle in the early rounds, In 
the opening round he sent Terry to his knees, That 
punch, no doubt, took much of the confidence out of 
the former champion and caused the little Brooklynite 
to fight with greater caution than ever before. Terry 
started out to play for the champion’s stomach, but 
Corbett showed that he was in 
having no great effect on his wind. ¢ 
effective with his right-hand uppercuts than with any 
other punch.

Ile 
fought a careful fight from start to finish, and never 
once left himself open, When MeGovern rushed Cor 
bett met him punch for punch, and invariably came 
out with the best of the argument, Corbett maintained 
his strength all through the contest and was simply 
waiting for the opportunity, which did not arrive until 
the eleventh round, 

Great credit must be given to MeGovern for the 
splendid battle he fought against superior odds. In

Terry MecGovern’s defeat gave Jack Her- 
man, Who manages the International Athletic Club 
of Fort Erie, Ontario, a chance to get even with Sam 
Iiarris for an alleged grievance caused by the lat- 
ter’s failure to keep faith with Herman in a match 
between Terry and Benny Yanger, which was carded 
to take place at the Fort Erie Club not long ago. As 
Kal McBride, of Buffalo, tells it, forfeits were posted by 
Harris on behalf of McGovern and Johnny Hertz for 
the Chicago boy, while Herman himeelf put up $1,000 
with a New York daily newspaper to guarantee the 
pulling off of the contest. 

After he had most of his printing out he received a 
rude shock from Harris, who sent him this cool mes- 
SAKE: 

*“Yuanger-MceGovern fight off or postponed. Have 
signed to meet Young Corbett in ’Frisco. Will fight 
Yanger afterward.” 

To say that Herman was sore is but faintly express 
ing his disappointment. He hurried to New York after 
his forfeit money, but Harris was ahead of him, and 
despite all rules of tairness, the sporting editor who 
held the money gave Harris his forfeit, which really 
helonged to Herman. All the latter received was the 
laugh for his pains, trouble and expense. 

When Herman heard that Young Corbett -had suc- 
cessfully defended his title and for the second time beat 
McGovern, he at once sat himself down and indited the 
following telegram to Harris in San Francisco: 

SAM HARRIS, San Francisco, Cal.—Have draped the 
three balls in front of the International Club in mourn- 
ing. Us Jews gotitin the neck this time, didn't we ? 
Please stop off on your way to New York and mingle a 
few tears with mine.

Referring to the recent bout in Portland, 
Ore., in which Jimmy Britt was disqualified for an al- 
leged foul in hitting Jack O’ Keefe the same blow which 
Fitzsimmons was accused of hitting Sharkey, involv-

JOE WALCOTT 
BLACK DEMON 


A Little Fighter Who Has.

With a few inches added to his height, and a corres 
ponding increase in weight, Joe Walcott, the Black 
Demon, might have won the title of heavyweight 
champion pugilist of the world. As it was, weighing 
only 145 pounds and standing only five feet one inch 
high, he was asource of constant menace to the big

pionsbip issue, and the manner in which they have 
eluded his challenges and dodged a meeting with him 
in the ring is proof conclusive that they wanted no part 
of hisgame. Strange to say, Walcott has had more 
difficulty beating men of his own size and weight than 
those of larger build. In looking over his record in the 
“Police Gazette Sporting Annual,’”’ which, by the way, 
contains the record of every prominent pugilist now be- 
fore the public, we find that such men as Kid Lavigne, 
Tommy West and Mysterious Billy Smith were the 
only ones who were successful in beating him, and they 
were only about his own size. Of course, Kid Carter 
beat him later, and he was really the only big man who 
ever secured a victory over Walcott. The latter’s suc- 
cess in beating big men earned for him the sobriquet 
of the Giant Killer, and really it seems as if the title 
was worthily bestowed. No matter how big they came 
Joe was always there with the punch that floored 
them, and every one of the big fellows who had the 
temerity to face him had Just cause to regret having 
done so, Jim Corbett, Peter Maher, Kid McCoy, Tom 
Sharkey and men of their ealibre wanted none of his 
game and avoided a battle under one pretext or an- 
other, principally the color line, that being deemed the 
| Safest excuse. Tommy Ryan, who is so industriously 
claiming the middleweight championship, avoided 
Walcott as he would the Bubonic plague, and Jim Jef- 
fries, big as he is, has persistently ignored the sul ject 
whenever a battle with the midget negro was men- 
tioned, 

Speaking about his ability to mow down the heavy- 
weights a good story is told about Walcott when he was 
in England a year ago, training to fight Tommy West 
before the National Sporting Club. A big heavy weight 
tighter of local prominence drifted into the training 
quarters. Hewanted to put on the gloves with the 
little black fellow, for he had heard that Joe had chal- 
lenged Jeffries, and he desired to see what kind of a 
show he would stand against the Californian himself 
Little Walcott came about to the big fellow’s elbow. At 
first the Englishman was inclined to take the Demon 
asa joke. They boxed along, Walcott not extending 
himself to any great extent, and the Briton landing «a 
jab now and then that jarred Walcott’s head back. 
Walcott turned around and winked at the spectators 
between jabs as if he enjoyed the game. 

“Bli’ me,” cried the Englishman. ‘Hi don't see '’ow 
you could hever knock hout hanybody. This 'eavy 
weight champion of yours must be a very easy game, 
don’t you Know. Why, old chap, you could never 
reach a man like me ‘igh enough hupp to ’urt me.” 

Here the big man took another jab 

“Ah’ll show you,” said Walcott. 

Then he stepped in, let the perspiring heavyweights 
arm shoot over his head, chugged his fist, with the ful 
weight of the sixteen-inch arm behind it, into th 
Englishman’s stomach, and as he doubled up ham 
mered him on the jaw with the other hand. 

There was a period during which the visitor forgot 
the trivial woes and joys of this terrestrial sphere. 

Walcott was not troubled by super-sensitiveness re 
garding the laws of hospitality. He leaned over tl.e 
prostrate pugilist and asked: “Do you see now ?” But 
it was several minutes before he got an answer. 

Walcott is the recognized welterweight champion, 
but he might add a title or two more to his list if he 
could get the holders of them to meet him.
